The Committes scem to have entirely 
niisapprehended the remarks of the Acting 
Director of the Observatory made in his 
memorandum of the 24th of July, for Mr 
Figg never made the statement attributed 
to him in the 6th paragraph of the Com- 
mitteo’s letter of the 23rd ult. What Mr 
Figg did state is that a flag signal code to 
be usoful must be short and definite, and 
that there were grave objections te convey- 
ing detinite information which ia necessarily 
vague and may be mislonding. The reasona 
for which a system of flag signals is not 
considered suitable to Hongkong have been 
given in my letter of the 3ist of July, and 
Tam to stato that this Government adheres 
to the views therein expressed. 

3. The Committee appear atill to confuse 
the difforence between observations and the 
forecasts whereon they are based. This 
fact seemr to explain the difficulty they 
have in understanding that the Hongkong 
Observatory considers that a station like 
Gutzlaff, really exposed off the coast, fur- 
nishes better data (observativns) fur fore- 
casting than does Sicawei situated as it is 
inJand. As to forecasts, it hss alrendy 
been explained that the Hongkong (bser- 
vatory Tike every other scientific institution 
of the kind prefers to make its own, and 
declines to accept the responsibility of using 
the forecasts of other institutions. 

4. I am to add that the enclosures to 
your two letters have been carefully 
cxamined, but that it docs not seem either 

osirable or expedient for this Government 
to criticise them or to test the relative! 
accuracy of the information and typhoon 
warnings issued by the Sicawei and Hong- 
kong Observatories. 
Should, however, the Chamber be anxivus 
to institute a comparison, every assistance 
will be given to that by the Acting Direc-
